Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor  Mr.  E.  Shaw. 

Mr.  Shaw  has  during  the  year,  carried  out  the  many  and  varied 
duties  of  Sanitary  Inspector  and  o urveyor  without  assistance,  as  the 
Council  have  not  been  able  to  replace  the  Assistant  Sanitary 
Inspectors  who  have  left  the  services  of  the  Council  during  the  war.

S ANIT ARY_C IRCUMST ANCES_  0P__THE  AREA 

The  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  remain  practically  the 
same  as  before  the  war.  The  housing  situation  in  the  District  is 
still  very  acute,  and  houses  of  every  description  being  very 
difficult  to  obtain. 

This  involves  a certain  amount  of  overcrowding  which  'is  being 
controlled  as  far  as  is  possible. 

WATER 

Mr.  Shaw,  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  procured  24  routine  samples 
and  submitted  them  to  the  County  Analyst,  with  the  results  that  9 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  2 not  quite  satisfactory  and  13 
unsatisfactory. 

The  Council's  Townsend  East  Harptree  Spring  delivered  water 
of  a consistently  satisfactory  quality.  The  Chlorinating  Plants  at 
Pitt  Farm  Reservoir  and  at  the  Townsend  East  Harptree  Pumping  Station 
still  continue  to  give  satisfactory  results. 

The  quality  of  the  water  supplied  by  the  Downside  Authority 
proved  on  Analysis  to  be  satisfactory  on  each  of  the  four  occasions 
when  samples  were  taken.

3 ANITARY  CONDITIONS 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector  served  42  preliminary 
notices  in  connection  with  the  abatement  of  nuisances  in  connection 
with  dwelling  houses.  The  number  of  nuisances  discovered  and  abated 
was  171  and  the  number  of  inspections  made  for  the  purpose  of 
detecting  the  existence  of  nuisances  was  202. 

SC AVENGIN0_ 0P_  THE_ DISTRICT 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  only  two  Parishes 
where  Public  Scavenging  was  not  carried  out,  these  Parishes  are 
Nempnett  and  Norton  Malreward. 

DISINFECTION  0P_ HOUSES 

23  inquiries  were  made  upon  removal  of  the  patients  to  Hospital 
and  22  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year.  18  rooms  were 
disinfected  after  Infectious  Diseases  and  4 after  Tuberculosis.
